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CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Piedmpnt  Association  of 
the  (Original)  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

Article  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  elected  an- 
nually by  the  Free  Will  Baptist  churches  cooperating  with  this  association 
and  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  association. 

Article  3.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

Article  4.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  one  ad- 
ditional delegate  for  every  fifty  members  over  one  hundred. 

Articl  5.  The  churches  cooperating  with  this  Association  shall  send  by 
the  hands  of  their  delegates  a  full  account  of  all  work  done  by  them  during 
the  year  and  all  such  statistics  and  information  as  will  be  interesting  and 
helpful. 

Article  6.  This  Association  shall  meet  once  a  year  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  preceding  session,  or  by  its  Executive 
Board. 

Article  7.  The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members  elected 
by  the  Association,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three 
years.  The  associational  officials  are  members  ex-officio  of  the  Executive 
Board.    The  Executive  Board  shall  have  interim  authority. 

Article  8.  Ministers  in  good  standing  in  our  sister  associations  may  be 
invited  to  a  seat  and  take  part  in  the  deliberations  and  his  name  enrolled  in 
our  minutes. 

Article  9.  The  Association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  that  be- 
comes disorderly  or  refuses  to  represent  by  letter  or  delegate. 

Article  10.  This  Association  will  encourage  a  sound  ministry,  such  as 
presents  Christ  as  an  all  sufficient  Saviour,  having  salvation  possible  to  ev- 
ery human  being  on  the  terms  of  the  Gospel  which  is  freely  offered  to  all. 

Article  11.  The  Association  assumes  no  higher  authority  than  an  ad- 
visory council. 

Article  12.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting 
of  this  association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  attending  such  meet- 
ing, provided  that  a  notice  of  such  change  shall  have  been  given  during  the 
first  sitting  of  said  meeting  after  permanent  organization. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Associational  officials  are  to  be  elected  by  ballot  system. 
The  Ordination  Council  is  to  he  elected  by  the  Association. 
The  Ordination  Council  is  to  consist  of  five  members  and  has  interim 
authority  to  ordain  ministers  and  has  charge  of  investigations  of  ministers. 
The  Ordination  Council  must  report  its  work  annually  to  the  Association. 
The  Executive  Board  is  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 
The  Treatise  of  Faith  and  Practice  of  Free  Will  Baptist  is  to  be  used. 
The  Body  sponsors  the  Minister's  Conference. 
The  body  sponsors  the  Sunday  School  Convention. 
The  body  sponsors  the  Women's  Auxiliary  Convention. 
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The  body  sponsors  the  F.  W.  B.  League  Convention. 

The  Six-Point  program  of  the  State  Association  approved. 

The  indefinite  Pastor  call  approved. 

When  a  church  calls  the  Ordination  Council  it  is  to  pay  their  expenses. 
When  the  Association  sends  them  it  pays  their  expense. 

The  Executive  Board  has  charge  of  the  Association  Home  Mission  or 
Church  Extension  and  the  Associational  Education  Program. 

The  churches  are  to  send  their  home  mission  money  to  the  Piedmont 
Home  Mission  Treasurer,  Clyde  Cox,  %  Walter  Carter,  P.  O.  Box  261,  Rock- 
ir.gham,  N.  C. 

The  Moderator  is  to  be  elected  at  the  close  of  the  session.  The  clerk 
and  treasurer  after  the  delegates  are  seated. 

The  Churches  sending  preachers  and  delegates  to  the  association  are 
to  pay  for  their  board;  the  host-church  will  provide  all  the  sleeping  quar- 
ters they  can,  and  arrange  for  rooms  that  may  be  rented. 

Minute  Fund  changed  to  General  fund,  and  the  churches  that  are  able 
requested  to  send  ten  dollars.
